EAST INDIES ~ 
Letter from Rev. Charles Mault, missionary at 
Nagercoil South Travancore. 


Nagercoil, July 24, 1524. | 
Dear Sir.—The real kingdow of the Redeem- | 
er, I believe, is in @ progressive state. Some| 
of the people hear the word with more attention | 
—the preaching of the gospel seems at times to| 
make impressions on their bearta Our facilities | 
for communicating instruction are increasing as | 
we become better acquainted with the language, | 
so that we are able more effectually to supply | 
he spiritual wants of the people. That mighty 
engine—the press, that has made such a mora! 
revolution in Europe, 1s also in motion here. 
Several small treatises, and 5000 tracts are in 
circulation—tbe latter through the medium of | 
our small Tract Society, the formation of which 
[ communicated to a friend at St. Neots, a few 
months ago. By these means an outline of the 
Christian religion will become tnore extensively 
known; for many tracts find their way into ter 
ples and houses where we are not permitted to 
go. And as printed books in this part of the| 
world are a novelty, they are generally received | 
and read with avidity. And thoagh the Hindoo | 
is reluctant in the extreme to deviate from the | 
way in which his forefather walked, yet he likes 
to talk about something new, so that a know- 
ledge of the things contained in the tracts wil! 
reach the ears of those who are notable to read, 
who form the great mass of the people. 

In some of the congregations there are a few 
promising persons, whose attendance on the 
means of grace is regular, and who, I hope are 
making some progress in the knowledge of ihe 
gospel; and a few among them I trust, are grow- 
ing inthe fear of God. In several of the con- 
gregations there are a few young people learu 
ing to read and write, and making a pleasing 
progress in these branches, 1 examined two ot 
them the last Lord’s Day, one of whom gives 
great satisfaction. He is a young man ofan a- 
miable disposition, and is very attentive in the 
house of God. ‘There are a few over whom we 
rejoice, though it is with trembling. May the 
Lord grant that they may be our crown of rejoic- 
ing in that world where we shall have no need 
to fear the dreadfur influeace of idolatry the to 
tal depravation of morals, or the influence of 
wicked connexions.

hography of their own language, aud ina few 
of the most simple truths tn astronomy, Geogra- 
phy, History, Chronology; and some other use- 
ful branches of knowledge are still wauting, 

which our utmost efforts have not yet been able 
to supply. A large schoolroom, capable of con- 
taining 250 boys, isin a_ state of considerable 
forwardness, and when finished, will, we hope, 
soon be fiilled with scholars. 

Two public examinations have been held in 
the Court-house, that contains tye largest room 
in the settiement; the one in Aug. last, the other 
on New-year’s day. On both occasions, the 
scene exhibiied was nearly the same. The boys 
went through the manuel discipline with their 
slates, pencils, &c. produced specimens of their 
writing, repeated lessons written from dictation, 
and worked sums in Arabic figures. It was truly 
amusing to see the little monitors with sticks in 
their hands, walking up and down the ranks, 
with all the gravity & sterness of drill sergeants, 
whiie the different classes under their care obey- 
ed the word ofcommand wih a promptitude and 
correctiess that was truly gratifying; and to some 
of the spectators not a litle surprising. The 
Lieutenavt-Governor, and the gentlemen of the 
settlement, were present on each occasion; and, 
on New-year’s day, Lady Raffles, and several! of 
the ladies, honoured the examination with their 
presence. The impression on the European 
inhabitants here is most favourable; they consi- 
der the school system as the dawn of civiliza- 
tion and good morals.

‘Even in our oldest & best setiled states, where 
the people are most favoured with religious 
ordinances, actual investigatioa, from house 
to louse, to ascertain the wauts of the Scriptures, 
have disclosed in them, a state of destitution, 
which has astonished every one; and [have no 
doubt, but that, even your country, big!ily favour. 
ed as it is, would, if thus examined, present such 
a number of tamiliesand readers destitute of the 
word of God, as would create surprise and in- 
duce efforts te supply them, or, to excite them 
io supply themselves. 

‘**Recent accounts from two County Societies 
in Kentucky, present the foilowing facts: The 
Commissioner of taxes fouod in his district, one 
half of Harrison county, 400 families without 
the Scriptures. Another commissioner in Scott 
county, out of 572 taxable persons, found 327 
destitute; some of whoim were professors of reli- 
gion

mericao Bible Society, in eight years, liae been 
enabled only to issue 309,000 Bibles aad Teata- 
ments, when will it be able to meet the wants 
of the destitute in a country whose populatioa 
is doubling every 25 years’ In additiontoall 
this, Mexico and South America are crying to 
us for the word of life.

Pastor of the Presbyterian Church in Cedar street 

His funeral took place in the afternoon of the 24th. The 
procession moved to the church where he had officiated in 
the Gospel. Appropriate exercises were performed. Rev 
Dr. Rowan read a hymn which was sung; Rev. Mr.M‘Cartee 
prayed; and Rev. Dr. M‘Auley delivered an address; af- 
ter which the corpse was conveyed to the place of interment 

“In the address (says the N.Y. Observer) some of the 
leading events in the life of the deceased were mentioned.— 
Dr. Romeyn was the only son of the Rev. Ti.eodoric Ro- 
meyn, D. D. of Schenectady, one of the most pious & learned 
theologans of our country. He was boro in the year 1775 
---graduated at Columbia College, in this city, in the year 
1795, at the age of 17,---studied theology under the guidance 
ot his father, and afterwards of the late Dr. Livingston ;-- was 
licensed to preach the Gospel by the Classis of Albany, in 
ihe year 1799, was ordained and installed pastor of the Re- 
formed Dutch Church at Rninebeck, where he remained un- 
til the year 1803, when he was transferred t tothe Presbyterian 
church in the city of Schenectady, as successor to the Rev 
Dr. Clarkson. The next year he removed to the first Pres- 
byterian church in Albany, and succeeded the Rev. Dr. 
Nott;---here he continued about four years, and in 1808 was 
removed to this church, of which he was the first pastor; he 
remained in this station for more than sixtec till his 
death.
